Hassley called to the surveyors and 
ordered them to stop, saying his men 
would shoot "If any further advance 
was made. 
The surveyors believed 


Hassley was .bluffing and continued 


working. They were met by a fusil- 
lade of bullets. 


NO CHANCE TO MAKE A FIGHT. 


Portland, Ore., Sept. 26.—A cable- 


gram to the Oregouian from Valdez 
states that only meager details have 
been received of the fight, but that it 
is reported that one man was killed 
and that three more may die from 
their wounds. The cable saj'S that 
the wounded men were shot at from 
ambush and had no chance to escape 
or make a fight. It is stated that 
deputy United States marshals armed 
with rifles left immediately for 
the 


scene to .capture the guilty persons. 
One of the men shot is named Hick- 
man. 
The Valdez advices state that 


popular feeling is running high and 
that citizens are talking of. wreaking 
summary justice, should the men who 
did the shooting be caught.

Rejection of First Challenge 


Moves Lipton to a 


Statement. 


London, Sept. 26.—Sir Thomas Lip- 


ton is bitterly -disappointed at the 
failure of the New York Yacht club 
to accept his challenge for another 
series of races for the America's ciip 
and is' anxiously rawaiting official In- 
formation on the subject through the 
Royal Irish 
Yacht 
club, which he 


hopes will give in detail the reasons 
for the American, club's action. 
In 


an interview today Sir Thomas said 
he could not understand why his chal- 
lege had not been accepted, as he had 
been led to believe that if he chal- 
lenged under the universal rule which 
prevails for races in the United States 
there was every possibility of Ms chal- 
lenge being favorably received. 


He. added, however, that he had not 


given up hope of sending a yacht to 
Sandy Hook in 190S and already had 
telegraphed to Win. Fife, the designer, 
to come to London for consultation. 


Bars the Old Rule. 


There was but one thing which Sir 


Thomas was emphatic about and that 
was that he would not challenge un- 
der the old rule. One reason for this 
is that there is no designer of note in 
Great Britain, which includes both 
Fife and-Milne, who will design a 
boat similar to the previous Sham- 
rocks. They say that to do sc would 
necessitate the production of. even a 
greater freak than those which, have 
already gone to defeat. Besides, the 
danger of sailing such a boat across 
the Atlantic must be taken into ac- 
count. Sir Thomas is not prepared to 
again risk the lives of men in such a 
venture. 


Sir Thomas, however, authorized 


the Associated Press today to say 
that he was prepared to challenge 
with a ninety 
foot boat 
under the 


New York Yacht'club rules. 


"In sending the challenge," said Sir 


Thomas, "I conformed with the deed 
of gift of the America's cup, -which 
says that sloops must be over sixty- 
five feet on the water line and under 
ninety feet. I adhered in this respect 
to size, inasmuch as the boat I chal- 
lenged with would have been about 
seventy-six feet on the water line. 
This also conforms 
with the New 


York Yacht club's rules for the 'class 
J' boats. 


Will Enter Ninety Foot Boat. 


"I am prepared now that they'have 


declined to accept my challenge for 
this class of boat, to enter a ninety- 
foot boat under the New York Yacht 
club rules. There is no class express- 
ly defining such a boat, but the nest 
class 'H,' 
providing for 
boats of 


eighty-two feet rating, is capable of 
producing a boat up to about ninety- 
four feet on the water line." 


In explanation of his action in chal- 


lenging under the New York Yacht 
ciub's rules, Sir Thomas said: ''The 
•international rule' which applies to 
Great 
Britain, 
France, Germany, 


Spain and Portugal is different from 
the rule now existing in the - United 
States, which is known ns the 'uni- 
versal rule,' and which has been in 
use in America for three or four years 
and under which -dozens of boats have 
been built. Some of the most famous, 
such as the Queen, Effort, Avenger, 
Istalena, Winsome and Neola. are well 
known to yachting men. On the other 
hand a boat has never been built in 
Great Britain 
under the 'universal 


rule,' so that in making my challenge 
I had 'no pull and was not asking any 
advantage. 
It was quite the other 


way. 
The American designers and 


builders, with 
their 
experience in 


building boats under the 'universal 
rule,' have all the best of it."

Miller and he adds that it was hand-

Miller is a minor and there is a 


provision against selling or giving a 
pistol or other deadly weapons 
to 


persons under-twenty-one years 
of 


age. 
The coroner ascertained where 


the weapon was .bought and this phase 
of the case will probably be looked 
into. 
The fine in case of conviction 


is not less than five nor more than 
fifty dollars. 
Several examinations 


of the witnesses have been made and 
the coroner has exhausted all means 
in his power to get at the facts.

GKEEN PEPPEES FOR SALADS OE 


EELISHES, 


The simplest way of serving green peppers, uncooked, is 


to cut thin slices from the green .outside, omitting the white 
inner part. 
These strips are eaten raw with salt, like celery, 


and are an approved accompaniment to fried soft shell crabs. 
Sliced in thin rings, the sweet green peppers make a tasty 
addition to sliced cucumbers, lettuce, tomatoes, or, indeed, 
almost any salad. A heaping 
tablespoonftil 
of 
chopped 


green peppers combines excellently with scrambled eggs or 
any mince of veal, chicken or lamb. 
Chicken salad is deli- 


cious served in green pepper cups. To prepare the cups, take 
green peppers, cut off the tops and carefully remove all the 
seeds, without 
breaking the shell. Put into cold water for 


twenty minutes or longer, then drain, wipe and fill. 


Among other excellent fillings for green peppers are 


chopped nuts. The old-fashioned butternut, 
chopped and 


lightly salted, makes a delicious ailing. The tiny green pep- 
pers are delightful filled with 
chopped walnuts. 
They 


should be prepared'the day before using. 
Scrape all the 


seeds aiyi soft fiber from the peppers, great pains being tak- 
en not'to break the pretty stem ends of the vegetables. Use 
a small sharp pointed knife. Fill with the chopped and light- 
ly salted nuts, replace the stem end, then set in the ice box 
until ready to serve with the meat or salad course. A pep- 
per salad containing equal parts of green and sweet red 
peppers and celery, all chopped fine and mixed with mayon- 
naise or French dressing makes an excellent salad to serve 
with the meat, course.

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GOULD ABANDONS YOUNGSTOWN 


Plans to Build a Line Havs 


Given Up by Wabash. 


Been 


That the Wabash has abandoned its 


plan -to build a new line into the 
Y'oungstown district is indicated by 
the annual report of the Wheeling and 
Lake Erie Railroad company, as no 
reference is made to the Lake Erie, 
Youngstown and Southern." 
It was 


originally intended that.this line was 
to be used in connecting the Gould 
lines with 
the 
various 
industrial 


plants in the Youngstown district, but 
the road has passed into the hands of 
the New York Central. 


Developments in connection with 


this deal also prove that it was- in- 
tended to eventually connect the Lake 
Erie, Youngstown and Southern with 
the Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg, 
but it was officially stated yesterday 
that these plans will not be carried 
out. 
It is understood that the Buffa- 


lo, Rochester and Pittsburg people had 
this aim in view when the lino was 
built from Butler 
to New 
Castle, 


jointly by that company and by the 
Baltimore and Ohio. 


The building, of the Lake .Erie, 


Youngstown and Southern road was 


' an undertaking of former Governor 


Myron T. Herrick and other 
Ohio 


capitalists, and their associates in the 
Wheeling and Lake Erie, before the 
Goulds took over that property for the 
Wabash. 
This line therefore passed 


to the Gould interests, along with the 
Wheeling and Lake Erie.- 
It was in- 


tended to build to Youngstown, as it 
was generally 
understood that, the1 


Goulds had an agreement with the 
United States Steel Corporation and 
its subsidiary concerns for a large por- 
tion of the freight traffic, similar to 


the agreement .regarding the plants 
in this district. 


Railroad asen claim that: Youngs- 


town ranks second to Pittsburg as a 
source of steel and iron tonnage, and 
near it are Sharon and New Castle, 
both large producers of similar ton- 
nage. 
In the balance'sheet of the 


Wheeling and Lake Erie for 1908 the 
Lake Erie. Youngstown and Southern 
was carried as an asset, valued at 
$469,274. In the balance sheet of 1907 
it disappears, and no mention of the 
property is made in the annual re- 
port.
